Attitude of Germany Convincing Even Most Radical 
Factions That Russians Must Fight to Save Their 
Revolutionary Principles 


Petrograd, Jan. 3.—The hnlt in the Kusso German negotiations 
and indications of a German refusal to remove the conference to 
Stockholm, have revived universal discussion in Petrograd of a re 
sumption of fighting with a greatly reduced army, probably 3.000,000 
men. 

Even the most radical Bolsheviki and the most ardent peace ad. 
vocates have been aroused by the German position. They declare 
that a resumption of hostilities is imminent and express the belief 
that it is possible to organise and make effective a small army. 

Indications art that the German attitude is harmonising do¬ 
mestic difficulties aad is convincing the Unmans that they must fight 
to save their revolutionary principles. 


Petrograd, Jan. X—no Bolsheviki Foreign Minister, Leon 
Trotsky, declared to-day that the Government of the Butsian workers 
would not consent to the German peace proposals. 

London, Jan. X—A crisis is at hand in the Bolsheviki German 
peace negotiations, and indications are that a definite break is not far 
off. The Bolsheviki Government has demanded that the conference, 
which was to have reconvened on January 4, be transferred to Stock¬ 
holm, and has protected against the German attitude regarding oc¬ 
cupied territory.

He Is complaining about 
Hh auud or hi* *»-or*»* .and envies bit 
friends who may he fortunate in mak¬ 
ing a letter score each day. 

One of . the great masters of , the 
game. Walter J. Travis, did not start 
playing until he was about 35 years 


velop Ills game to Ita high standard?. 
Naturally, by practice and devoting 
much time to playing the game, hut 
I will gamble that wh«*n he could not 
make for the links he felt of a club or 
would manage to swing one a few 
times. 

My mother, many, many times de¬ 
nounced me for swinging *rjy.clubs in 
the house; hut. foolish as these little 
things seem, they assist always in get¬ 
ting the touch of that club, which 
means greater confidence and the Idea 
of Just what to expect from the dub. 

M3ke Most of Every Minute. 

I am firm In my belief that those 
who wish to play better can do no by 
handling cluhe every moment they get 
to themaelvea, I know a chap who 
would rather play Rolf than eat. If he 
cannot go to the links for his game, 
he wIM- go wherever be- van. either-to 
talk golf or swing a club, lie plays 
a tine game. too. 

A short time ago he found It ne¬ 
cessary to pack up his household be¬ 
longings and move to a new home— 
this time on the very e<lge of a golf 
coots*, lie assisted in. packing euch 
thing* os dishes and china and other 
destructible articles. 

Nearby lay hla golf clulie. A plate 
would he packed away, none too care¬ 
fully 1 am thinking, and then ho would 
-take a-eiuh and swing fr six nr seven 
times liefore resuming Ills duties..This 
sort of thing went on for'three hours, 
during which time he had parked away 
only se\ent**en djshea. v lie just could 
not keep away from thoae club*. And 
such things aa these certainly do one's 
game much good; hut. In this case, a 
little hard on the diahea. I would not 
recommend such stunts alwaya as 
there Is a time and place for every¬ 
thing. hut It's these little things that 
count. 

This year I have played much golf 
and I think, oit the whole, it is the 
l>e*t I have ever played.

The more I handled .the club, the 
more confident I became. This was 
simply because I was gradually reach¬ 
ing the state when I could fqpt my 
club— the feeling of which I was ac¬ 
customed to..
